Thé death Tuesday of a woman 
found unconscious in her ~ hotel 
room early Saturday puzzled 
Grady hospital physicians yester- 
day. They awaited a coroner’s in- 
quest today to determine whether 
an tunusual:request by her should 
be carried out. 

A-small Jeather bag on a gold 
chain around her‘néck contained a 
note. “Since childhood I have been 
suffering a severe intestinal disor- 
der which may cause my death at 
any time,” police said the note 
read. 

“My body will be beneficial to 
science,” the note read further. It 
added, however, that if her body 
was not turned over to science if 
should be cremated. 

The woman died after being in a 
coma 75 hours, apparently with- 
in At- 
lanta. At Grady she was listed as 
Miss B.. W. Knowles, 60. 

Cause of her déath was unde- 
termined, police reported, stating 
Grady physicians said there were | 
no outward signs to indicate a 
cause. 

Coroner Paul Donehoo will head 
an inquest this afternoon prior to 
which physicians will perform an 
autopsy. 

Miss Knowles. was found in her 
hotel room early Saturday by a) 
chambermaid, who immediately 
summoned aid. Police surmised 
she might have been unconscious 
since Friday night. She was found 
lying across the bed.

Asserting the Plant-to-Prosper

NEW FARM BILL 
RUNS INTO JAM 
OVER DAIRY PLAN 


Administration Leaders, 
However, Seek Votes 
To Pass Legislation for 
Crop Control Today. 


CONFEREES HIT 
FOR MODIFICATION 


Schwellenbach Asks That 
Measure Be Sent Back 
to Joint Committee. 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 10.—(4)— 
Administration leaders, rebuffed 
in their attempt to hurry the new 
crop control program through the 
senate today, sought votes tonight 
to pass it tomorrow. 

The bill ran into a jam this aft- 
ernoon when Senator Schwellen- 
bach, Democrat, Washington, 
usually a loyal administration fol- 
lower, asked that it be sent. back 
to a joint senate-house committee. 

The westerner argued that the 
joint committee, which spent five 
weary ,weeks drafting the pro- 
gram for controls over production 
and marketing of cotton, wheat, 
corn, tobacco and rice, violated a 
senate rule by modifying the 
“dairy-livestock” provision. 

Payments Denied. 

The original dairy amendment 
would have denied benefit pay- 
ments to farmers who took land 
out of the production of major 
crops and used it for the produc- 
tion of dairy and livestock ar- 
ticles. It was approved at the 
insistence of legislators from 
states where dairying has long 
been a major iridustry. 

The conferees, declaring the 
amendment was. unworkable, 
changed it, they said, to permit 
‘normal increases” in herds and 
crops. 

Schwellenbach argued that since 
both senate and house voted for 


the original dairy, amendment, the | 


conferees had no right to modify 
it 
Given Support. 

He won ready support from 
Minority Leader McNary, Repub- 
lican, Oregon, and Senator O’Ma- 
honey, Democrat, Wyoming, who 
announced they would take the 
floor tomorrow to support the 
motion to send the legislation back 
to conference. 

Majority Leader Barkley, 
Democrat, Kentucky, opposing this 
legislative maneuyer, asked the 
senate to meet an hour earlier to- 
morrow in hopes ofe avoiding a 
Saturday session on the bill. 

Senate consideration of the com- 
plicated measure got off to a dull 
start when Senator Johnson, Re- 
publican, California, forced read- 
ing of the entire bill. This took 
some three hours. 

Chairman Smith, Democrat, 
South Carolina, of the senate agri- 
culture committee, finally got the 
floor to urge senators to follow

Support of Farmers. 

Senator Smith said the program 
had the support of “95 per cent 
of the farmers.” 

“They said they wanted control 
with teeth in it and we gave it to 
them,” he said emphatically. 

Senator O’Mahoney, Democrat, 
Wyoming, criticized the theory of 
reducing production to increase 
prices to farmers. He said that 
what farmers needed was “pro- 
motion of consumption.” 

Republican Leader McNary ar- 
gued that all the “ever-normal 
granary features” asked by the 
secretary of agriculture had been 
stricken from the measure.

dictator-king of Rumania today, 
declared a state of siege and placed 
the country’s civil’ administration

Carol announced at 6 a. m. (10 
p. m. Atlanta time) in a special 
edition of the Royal Gazette that 
he ‘had created a royal military 
dictatorship, banned all politics 
from the country and set up a 
new government under Patriarch 
Miron Cristea, president of the 
holy synod of the National Ortho- 
dox church of Rumania, to re- 
place ‘that of the anti-Semitic, 
semi-Fascist regime of Octavian 
Goga. 

The ‘state of siege, a limited 
form of martial law, was extend- 
ed from a few provinces to the 
entire country and “all power to 
preserve order is placed in the 
hands of the army.” The state of 
siege. had been confined to areas 
where there had been chief oppo- 
sition to Goga’s government.

A WORTHY RECORD 

The Georgia legislature now drawing near 
the end of its session, has achieved many things 
for which the entire state should be grateful. 
Among truly constructive legislative enact- 
ments may be listed the intangible tax law, 
the homestead and personal property exemp- 
tion law, the prison reform laws, the local 
option liquor law and others. 

The passage of the new intangible tax law 
alone is of inestimable value to the state. It 
means not only an increase in revenue, but 
will contribute tremendously to the general 
welfare through its effect on capital. By pro- 
viding for just taxation of intangibles much 
capital which has in the past either left this 
State or been reluctant to enter, will come 
here to add to the prosperity of all. 

The passage of the enabling acts putting 
into effect the homestead and personal prop- 
erty exemptions on ad valorem taxes, grants 
a long needed relief to the home owners of the 
State, shifting some of the excess tax burden 
from their shoulders. 

The group of prison reform laws are vitally 
important. They should lift from Georgia the 
onus of the “chain gang” reputation which, 
even though fargely undeserved, has served to 
injure the good name of the state. At the 
Same time the new prison system provides 
greater surety of safekeeping for convicts and 
assures more intelligent handling of the parole 
system. 

The adoption of a local option liquor law in 
place of prohibition should go far to stamp out 
the reign of lawlessness which has resulted from 
the ill-advised and farcical attempt at prohi- 
bition. It makes possible proper enforcement 
of the law and provides that liquor may be 
sold under circumstances fully controlled by 
the state. 

The new corporation law is another splendid 
piece of legislation and, all in all, the bills 
which have been passed are valuable contribu- 
tions to the legal and social framework of the 
State. 


AN ANNIVERSARY AND A PARK 

Today is the anniversary of the birth of 
Alexander H. Stephens, Georgian, who was 
vice president of the Confederacy. Special] ex- 
ercises in commemoration of the event will be 
held at the old Stephens home at Crawford- 
ville, which is now a state park. The home 
place was made a park and a shrine of in- 
spiring memory for all Georgians through the 
efforts, chiefly, of the United Daughters of the 
Confederacy. It is under the jurisdiction of the 
state park service. 5 

Stephens was the author of what is gen- 
erally regarded as the best history, from the 
southern viewpoint, of the War of the Sixties. 
It is entitled “War Between the States.” It has 
been acclaimed not only in America but by 
historians all over the world. 

A movement is now under way to have 
copies of this work placed in all the high school 
libraries of the state as supplementary read- 
ing. The State Board of Education is expected 
to approve the proposal. : 

It is well for the state to make permanent 
Shrines of the places associated with her fa- 
mous sons. The designation of the Stephens 
home as a state park is a typical example 
which could be followed with valuable results 
in other cases. 

There is a strong movement at present un- 
der way to publicize all points of historic in- 
terest or scenic beauty in the state. with the 
object of drawing more tourists and making 
the entire nation more conscious of Georgia as 
a State of unrivaled vacation advantages. 

In line with this objective, much could- be 
achieved if place and time were united by 
arranging special, attractive programs at his- 
toric spots on historic anniversaries. Thus the 
program to be held today at the state park at 
Grawfordville, the old Stephens home. on the 
anniversary of his birth, could serve as sug- 
gestion for exercises and ceremonies to be held 
there in future years and at other places, which 
would focus the attention of Georgians and vis- 
itors alike at the time when these spots should 
be prominent in the public mind.

A PROGRESSIVE FARMER 

There is something particularly inspiring 
about the offer made by J. W. Clegg, Walton 
county farmer, of special prizes for the tenants 
on his property who make the best showing 
this year, measured by the suggestions and 
rules of The Constitution’s Plant-to-Prosper 
campaign. 

Speaking of conditions on his farms, where 
half a dozen sharecroppers work 500 cultivated 
acres, Mr. Clegg said: 

“We have been getting by, but we must not 
be doing the right thing. I want the families 
on our farm to prosper. If they make money, 
I believe maybe I can also.” 

Willingness to seek better ways of farming, 
as expressed by Mr. Clegg, is the first thing 
essential to any improvement in agricultural 
conditions in Georgia. The man who is satis- 
fied to operate his land just as his father and 
grandfather did before him, is out of step with 
modern conditions. He cannot expect pros- 
perity when his practices are designed to fit a 
world of half a century ago, instead of the 
world of today, which has undergone such far- 
reaching economic changes. 

Mr. Clegg and his tenants are not satisfied 
with “getting by.” They see that there-is some- 
thing better than this possible for the alert, 
hard-working, wide-awake farmer. So, con- 
ceding “we must not be doing the right thing,” 
they join together in the determination to plan 
their year upon a basis which will bring to 
them that prosperity which is the sole objec- 
tive of The Constitution’s state-wide farm cam- 
paign. 

In years to come the farmers who follow 
the road indicated by Mr. Clegg will grow upon 
their own acres all they need for home con- 
sumption and will then produce those crops 
which will be in greatest demand upon the 
markets of the world and which will command 
the price offering the greatest profit for their 
work and investment. 

The spirit of co-operation between owners 
and tenants demonstrated by Mr. Clegg and 
the sharecroppers upon his Iand, is the spirit 
that, if emulated by all Georgians, will lead 
this state to a new day of independence and 
happiness which will make the present puz- 
zling era seem like a passing cloud across the 
face of the economic sun. 


A NEW WAR CRISIS FORMING 

While Japanese bankers and businessmen 
solemnly warn their government that the war 
in China must be ended quickly if Japanese 
finances are not to collapse, unofficial but re- 
liable reports are received of army activities by 
the Nipponese that can only presage a new and 
more serious conflict now forming. 

It is stated, on dependable authority, that 
the major part of the Japanese regular army is 
now being concentrated in Manchuria, near the 
Soviet border. These troops, it is said, are sup- 
plied with the newest weapons and other equip- 
ment. A large part of the army air force is 
being sent to the same region. 

On the other hand, the Japanese troops now 


fighting in China are largely composed of re- 
cently drafted reserves, with much of their 
equipment consisting of material which, though 
previously unused, has been stored since the 
World ,War. 

Travelers report similar activity by the Red 
army of Russia on the opposite side of the 
Soviet-Manchuria border. 

Thus the troops are aligned for the clash 
between Japan and Russia which appears, with 
each passing day, to be more likely to come. 
Japan, it is known, was motivated in its adven- 
ture in China largely by the desire to create a 
new buffer state as a defense against Russia. 
Tokyo saw national ruin if the Soviet were per- 
mitted to acquire control of North China. 

Financial stringencies have a way of fading 
when nations are at war. Japanese bankers 
may see correctly when they predict early col- 
lapse of the yen if the military continues its 
adventuring in China. And there are reports 
that the Chinese themselves have concentrated 
huge supplies of war materials at Canton and, 
from that base, will be able to continue a de- 
fensive war for years. 

Japan is depending upon rumored economic 
troubles within the Soviet. Her army leaders 
seem to ignore the growing economic troubles 
in their own land which are not confined to 
rumor, but exist in serious fact. 

One thing, however, is certain. If the ap- 
parently unavoidable clash between Japanese 
and Soviet arms does come, the United States 
will have no possible excuse for involvement. 


Editorial of the Day 


HE SAID WHAT HE THOUGHT 
(From the Detroit News.) 

Once in a while a diplomat says just what he 
thinks. In Geneva the other day at a League of 
Nations session, one statesman after another ex- 
pressed hope that the League would fulfill its 
original purpose to keep the world out of war. 

At last up rose Dr. V. K. Wellington Koo, 
whose country, China, is not really at war but is 
defending itself as best it can from a neighbor’s 
intrusion. 

Dr. Koo said in effect that his League of Na- 
tions associates were talking nonsense and that 
the League had become “merely a platform for 
empty~platitudes.” 

Of course, the Chinese statesman, who has a 
keen mind well trained in occidental schools and 
in world statesmanship, knew the weakness of the 
League lay in the fact that if it did anything ex- 
cept talk platitudes it probably would precipitate 
a world war rather than prevent one. The basic 
principle of the League of Nations demands that 
it be the League of Nations. As now constituted it 
is but a league of Great Britain, France and Rus- 
sia, while facing it is another league of Germany, 
Italy and Japan. While both talk platitudes, war 
is staved off, but if either begins to talk business, 
war is pretty certain.

NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—With 
Senator Herring, of Iowa, now

The Institute survey found that 
59 per cent of radio owners feel 
government censorship of pro- 
grams would be harmful, while 41 
per cent think it would do good. 
Applied against the 24,500,000 es- 
timated radio owners, the poll in- 
dicates. that 14,500,000 prefer to 
have no federal censorship, while 
10,000,000 favor it.

EFFECTIVE CENSORSHIP 
IS BEING EXERCISED 

Many others declared that both 
public opinion and the broadcast- 
ing companies, themselves were 
now exercising: a sufficiently ef- 


' fective censorship. 


Those who, on the other hand, 
favor greater control by the fed- 
eral government, declare that bet- 
ter programs might ,result. “It 
would eliminate misleading adver- 
tising,’ said one typical voter. 
Vulgarity of programs was not 
mentioned as a leading reason by 
those who favor censorship. 

An analysis of the vote by in- 
come groups shows that federal 
censorship is particularly opposed 
by radio owners in the upper lev- 
els, whereas those of below-aver- 
age income are divided about 
evenly. In the average and above 
average group, 64 per cent say 
censorship would do harm, and 36 
per cent say it would do good. 
Among radio owners of below av- 
erage income the vote is 51 per 
cent against censorship, 49 per 
cent in favor.

The nation-wide survey, which 
reached into. every quarter of the 
big cities, touched’ the farms and 
small towns and overlooked no 
class of population, was conducted 
by the Ladies’ Home Journal. It 
is rather remarkable that, even 
with the religious opposition by 
some churches’. to birth control, 
more than three-fourths of Amer- 
ica’s 37,000,000 women approve it. 
And it is quite extraordinary that 
none of the women questioned 
among the 21 per cent minority, 
based their opposition on _ the 
ground that birth control is illegal. 

The chief argument given by 
the women who support birth con- 
trol is economic. They believe in 
it on the grounds that the average 
family income will not stand the 
strain of too rapid arrival of chil- 
dren. « 

Among the mothers, 98 per cent 
say they are glad they have chil- 
dren. And 40 per cent wish they 
had more than they have. 

Almost all—99 per cent—say 
one or two. children are _ not 
enough. 

The great majority believe 
young married couples should not 
have a child until after the first 
year of their marriage. 

And it is consensus of opinion in 
the survey that four is the ideal 
number of children in a family. 

One thing is certain. By their 
answers to the questions asked in 
this survey, the women of the 
United States clearly indicate they 
are convinced this subject, which 
has been surrounded by silence, 
should now be openly discussed 
and dealt with.

KAGAWA’S TEARS 
Several people have asked me if 
I could tell them what Kagawa 
thought of the war which his na- 
tion has made upon China. I 
think any of us who have known 
Mr. Kagawa, either personally or 
through his writings, would have 
little difficulty in saying what his 
attitude would be with reference 
to Japan’s aggressive plunder of 
China, but we do not have to guess 
about it any longer.

serious situation might prevail just 
now. John S. Clark, the county 
assessor, has undertaken to levy 
the personal property tax on the 
basis of the more or less true con- 
fession ofthe citizens as written 
in their federal income tax returns. 

He is permitted to consult these 
intimate documents by authority 
of an amendment to the federal 
tax which now makes them avail- 
able to the officers of local taxing 
bodies. Formerly they were ac- 
cessible only to tax commissions 
of states having the state income 
tax. Illinois has no state income 
tax, and the personal property tax, 
if collected in full, would suffice 
in its place. 

On the basis of the federal re- 
turns Mr. Clark is proceeding in 
a sort of way to tax as personal 
property a vast amount of posses- 
sions of all kinds, including the 
plant and equipment of great cor- 


porations and their treasure. That 
is to say, he is going through the 
preliminary motions of proceeding. 
He will not proceed far, because 
the temperament of Chicago and 
public sentiment are such that 
any serious attempt to collect taxes 
would be regarded as grave mis- 
conduct in office, and he probably 
would be impeached. 

A jury might even send him to 
prison for it. Perhaps no other 
community in the world would 
understand this, but Chicago does 
not resent thieving in public of- 
fice, and has turned loose several 
distinguished public servants who 
were shown to be guilty of bur- 
glaries committed from the inside.

raitor § as erring brothers. 
Yet Chicago people regard a tax- 
payer as sonsething on the order 
of a traitor and anyone who at- 
tempts to collect taxes, other than 
federal, as a subversive influence. 

On Mr. Clark’s list one firm 
which appeared to have no prop- 
erty at all in 1936 is accused of 
having possessed $414,000 worth 
in 1937. Another, which reported 
$857 worth of this world’s goods 
in 1936, is now listed at $2,746,000. 
These are just samples, and Mr. 
Clark strongly dissents from the 
dissenting opinion of Mr. Justice 
Hugo Black, who changed from a 
white night shirt to a black one as 
destiny beckoned him on, that a 
corporation has no personality. 

Mr. Clark also has accused most 
of the civic leaders and rich men 
of the county of dodging their 
personal taxes—which is true, of 
course, because that is one of the 
most honored customs of the 
country. He showed a little snob- 
bery there, incidentally, because 
the poor and middlers also have 
dodged their taxes just as faith- 
fully as the rich. 

After all, a poor man or a middle 
class man deserves the samme 
credit for good citizenship as a 
rich man in this democracy, and 
their groups can look Mr, Clark 
square in the eye and defy him to 
show where they ever paid any 
more in proportion to their means 
than the most ‘distinguished aris- 
tocrat in town. : 

In the matter of dodging the 
personal property tax all Chicago 
has kept the faith for many years, 
and there are many proud citizens 
who can take their oath that they 
never’ paid a dollar in their lives. 
These are zealots, however. The 
average run have been content to 
pay a nominal amount, based on a 
nominal appraisal of their own 


reckoning. 

i Fortunately, even if 
Detnquent Mr, Clark were seri- 
Accounts gus, it would be im- 
possible for him to achieve his 
foul purpose, because it has been 
so long since anybody did pay the 
full rate on a full appraisal that 
there is nobody left in Chicago 
who can remember how to reckon 
a full tax. Mr. Clark’s depart- 
ment, therefore, lacks the talent 
and the machinery for his pur- 
pose—if, indeed, a Chicago assessor 
can seriously entertain such a 

urpose. 
: Mr. Clark’s department has wip- 
ed out thousands of small delin- 
quent accounts, in vindication of 
the sacred local tradition against 
taxes, on the ground that it would 
be too much _ trouble to collect 
them. Therefore, even if he had 
the talent .and the machinery to 
pursue his plan those who were 
called on to pay could’ fault him 
in the courts for discrimination. 
He will never get away with this 
dirty work. 

Citizens elsewhere may not ap- 
preciate the fine moral purpose 
which supports the anti-tax tradi- 
tion of Chicago. It is-a local pe= 
culiarity, the purpose being to pro- 
mote honesty and discourage lar- 
ceny in public office. The people 
long ago learned that when they

The first step in improving anything, whether your own conduct, 
factory output or a nation’s economy, is the realization that it needs 
improving. Preachers call it the conviction of sin. 

There is no hope of improving conditions in America so long as 
people with influence are content with things as they now are, 
There must be, first of all, a deep and shameful dissatisfaction with 
the whole disgraceful mess. 

_ There is no excuse, in a land such as ours, for poverty and hard 
times. Such things can be borne with fortitude and resignation only 
where famine, flood, plague or want of natural resources make them 
inescapable. In a land of enormous riches and highly-trained, 
industrious people, where farms produce more than everybody can 
use and factories have a capacity beyond the people’s needs, the 
existence of widespread want is prima facie evidence of colossal 
stupidity. or criminal interference with natural economic processes, 

Even the dumbest of dumb animals do not starve in the midst of 
generous abundance. 

This doesn’t mean that wealth should be divided with those who 
have done nothing to deserve it, nor does it mean that we should 
attempt to establish a Utopia whose success would depend upon a 
complete reversal of human nature. 

_ But there must be a way to end the absurd paradox of starva- 
tion caused by surplus production—a sensible, workable ‘way that 
will do no injustice—and men of good will should be able to find it. 

_ As the first step in curing any malady is to make a correct 
diagnosis, so the first step in solving this problem must be to find 
the underlying cause or causes. 

Last spring, while millions looked in vain for jobs, industries 
complained of a shortage of skilled labor. 

And relief agents discovered last year that thousands of share 
croppers could earn a good living under constant supervision but 
lacked the capacity to manage their own affairs. 

Evidently there are millions, physically able to work, who have 
neither the skill to serve others nor the judgment to support them- 
_—< These complicate the problem, but they are not the whole 
of it. 

Solving the problem might be a costly business, requiring funda- 
mental changes in our system, but it would be less costly than our 


present stop-gap methods or the violent methods of Europe.

I have just been reading a book 
by a Portuguese poet, Texeira de 
Pascoaes, about St. Paul. The poet 
pictures the Apostle in a clear 
light. He sees him as the bearer

He 
could never remain long in one 
place. He had to go. He was 
driven on. He had to speak, in 
Palestine, in Asia Minor, Greece, 
Achaia, Macedonia, over the sea 
to Malta and Italy.

Science Reveals 
Sulphur Solution 
To Treat Virus 


NEW YORK, Feb. 10.—(/)— 
Discovery of a sulfur compound, 
the first chemical ever found in 
the history of medicine effective 
in treating a virus disease,. was 
announce«c today in Science. 


Flu and infantile paralysis are 
examples of human viruses. The 
new chemical cures distemper, an 
animal virus, and “cracks the ice” 
ae first time for the human 
ield, 


The announcement was made 
by A. R. Dochez, the man who 
found the virus of the common 
cold, and C. A. Slantez. Their 
work was done at the College of 
Physicians and Surgeons and the 
Ot map ag hospital, New York 
city. 

The new drug is sodium sul- 
fanilyl sulfanilate. It is a distant 
chemical relative of sulfanilamide, 
the new “wonder medicine” in the 
germ disease world. It has cured 
distemper in dogs, cats and fer- 
rets almost 100 per cent. 

The human possibilities of the 
new chemical are still unexplored. 
They are not ruled out by any- 
thing found in the experiments 
to date.

‘Old Age Checks 
Are Ready But 
Few Claim Them 


Uncle-Sam is ready to pay bene- 
fits under the old-age insurance 
plan of the social security act, but 
few persons are entering claims 


for their checks, the Social Securi- 
ty Board announced yesterday. 

Persons having reached the age 
of 65 since January 1, 1937, and 
have received wages since Decem- 
ber 31, 1936, for*work covered by 
the security act, can claim lump- 
sum payment totaling 3 1-2 per 
cent of wages received since 1936 
and before reaching 65, Joseph 
R. Murphy, manager of the At- 
lanta office, announced. 

During 1937, 728 claims were 
paid in Georgia totaling $13,860, 
Murphy said. Claims are now 
being received in the state at the 
rate of 200 per month, he esti- 
mated. 

“We find that most people 
don’t realize they have claims and 
that is why they are not making 
them,” Murphy declared. 

The estate of a man who work- 
ed in a covered employment is en- 
titled to a death payment based on 
the wages he drew in 1937, Mur- 
phy said. Application for benefit 
should be filed immediately by 
those who can qualify, he con- 
tinued.

The effects of tobacco smoking 
vary according to the reaction of 
the smallest arteries to carbon 
monoxide absorbed by the hemo- 
globin in the blood while smok- 
ing, and also with the reaction*of 
the smallest arteries to local 
spasm or constriction—this spasm 
or constriction of the artery wall 
being brought about through the 
stimulation of the sympathetic 
nerve which controls the function 
of the muscular coat of the artery. 

Dr. Minnhaar observed a group 
of smokers who suffered with dis- 
orders of the heart rhythm (ir- 
regularities of heart beat) and a 
sensation of compression of the 
thorax or chest. When smoking 
was stopped the symptoms disap- 
peared or the progress of the trou- 
ble was arrested. Of 28 men who 
suffered from angina pectoris all 
had been excessive smokers. Two 
women suffering from angina pec- 
toris had never smoked, 

That symptom, sense of com- 
pression or restriction of the 
thorax or chest, is rather sugges- 
tive of carbon monoxide anoxia. 
It requires an astonishingly low 
degree of pollution of the inspired 
air with carbon monoxide to crowd 
enough oxygen out of blood and 
tissues to produce serious effects. 
The body cells must have an un- 
interrupted supply of oxygen in 
order to function; if the oxygen 
supply is greatly restricted or shut 
off altogether for a few seconds, 
the cells, some of them, quickly 
die, or are so gravely damaged 
that full recovery is question- 
able. 

Smoking can be allowed only to 
normal persons, Dr. Minnhaar 
concludes, and then in modera- 
tion. It should be absolutely pro- 
hibited ta youths under the age 
of 18 years (equivalent to +21 or 
22 years in the United States), to 
expectant and to nursing mothers. 

Dr. D. G. Chapman, quoted here 
the other day on the effects of 
smoking, reports that smdking de- 
creases the blood flow to about 
one-third of its normal, causes an 
increase of from 12 to 15 mm. in 
blood pressure, speeds up the 
pulse rate from 10 to 20 beats a 
minute and lowers’ the surface 
skin temperature as much _ as 


15 1-2 degrees Fahrenheit, more 
in the toes than in the fingers. The 
slowing of the circulation under 
the effects of tobacco may be ac- 
tually observed by anyone who is 
curious and unbiased. Rub the tip 
of your thumb across the back of 
a finger just below the root of the 
nail and under a good light ob- 
serve the paling of the skin there, 
followed in a second by flushing 
again—as the fresh arterial blood 
seeps into the capillary spaces you 
have just emptied by massage. In 
smokers who have overindulged 
the returning flush is_ slower, 
sometimes completely stopped. 
Palpitation, breathlessness on 
slight exertion and vague pain 
over the heart or under the breast- 
bone are common complaints of 


persons who smoke excessively.

WARNING FLASHED 
BY SIMPLE RAISE 

The opening three-suit bidder 
reacts to a simple raise much the 
same as a motorist regards a red 
light traffic signal at a busy inter- 
section. Raising the three bid gen- 
erally reveals a supporting hand 
of limited resources. Except when 
holding added values, opener is 
usualy content to pass a single 
raise. 

A simple raise in partner’s set- 
up suit is made holding at least 
one honor trick, no suit takeout, 
an unbalanced suit distribution. 
When the hand contains at least 
one honor trick, no trump support 
is necessary. 

Three-Bid Ralses. 

Lacking one honor trick, part- 
ner may still raise once; holding 
three small trumps with a single- 
ton or void. 

When the opening bid is three 
in a minor suit, partner, holding 
a surplus of trumps and freakish 
distribution, may immediately 
jump to game. Except when hold- 
ing unusual outside strength, de- 
clarer should be content with 
game, following this jump raise. 

The three notrump response of- 
fers partner unlimited opportuni- 
ties to draw upon his imaginative 
rescurces as a bridge player. With 
'a hand of limited strength in the 
unbid suits, three notrump is the 
ideal takeout. . 

Notrump Responses. 

Technically, the three notrump 
takeout requires a minimum of one 
honor trick; balanced hand, no 
suit takeout, no raise. 

“When in doubt, bid three no- 
trump” serves as a fair reminder 
for those who occasionally suffer 
lapses of memory. 

Bidding four notrump in re- 
sponse to an opening three-suit 
bid is not uncommon. Partner, 
unconditionally responds four no- 
trump holding any three aces or

Excess reserves went up to $20,- 
000,000 to $1,410,000,000. Total 
reserve dropped $44,000,000 to $7,- 
205,000,000 largely because of in- 
creases of deposits of non-member 
banks arid the treasury with the 
federal reserve. In effect, these 
deposits were transfers of funds 
from commercial banks to the fed- 
eral reserve. A $17,000,000 de- 
crease in money in circulation was 
insufficient to offset these influ- 
ences. 

Continuing a recent trend of 
switching from long to short term 
government securities without 
changing total holdings, the 12 fed- 
eral reserve banks last week sold 
$8,000,000 of treasury bonds and
